l.'Keep the patient warm.

hot foot bath and hot 
the painful side of the chest.

4. Give the patient a table- 
spoon of Epsom salts every day, 
unless it causes weakness.

5. The diet should be nutri­ 
tious, but do not give a large 
amount of water or other fluids.

6. If fluid collects in the chest, 
a physician may need to remove 
It by tapping. It is a good idea 
to have a physician see the pa­ 
tient at least as often as every

file their applications with the 
Office of the Director of the 
Twelfth U. S. Civil Service Re­ 
gion.

Federal employees serving in 
any grade of stenographic or 
typist positions who desire but 
do not now have permanent 
Civil Service appointment are 
Urged to apply for this examina­ 
tion. Those who attain eligibility 
and who meet the conditions for 
classification in their, present 
Positions may have their non- 
statue appointments converted
